of dyuers French men and women, lyuyng quietly and oꝛderly without offence of any our ſubiectes: 
but alſo of ſuch as are denizens, and ſo accompted in a maner our ſubiectes, and beſydes that ( whiche 
is not to be ſuffred vnpunyched) of ſundꝛye others, beyng in dede Englyche bozne, pꝛetendyng them 
malicioully to be Frenche, and others beyng boꝛne vnder the obedience of other Pꝛinces and ſkates out 
of the Frenche kynges obeyſaunce: By which diſo2der we perceaue that much diſquietnes hath ryſen. 
Ind therfoze we wyll and commaunde you, that you ſhall notifie in places moſt notoꝛious within our 
Citie of London, and ſuburbes of the ſame, that all perſons,of what ſozt ſoeuer the ſame be, that haue 
ben thus moleſted in body oz goodes, by pꝛetence afozeſapde, within our ſayde Citie oꝛ fuburbes, ſhalbe 
reſtoꝛed to full libertie, and that the diſturbers be arreſted and compelled to aunſ\ were foz theyꝛ violen⸗ 
cꝛs and mitdemeaners. as bꝛeakers of our peace, and treĩſpaſſers, accoꝛdyng to the oꝛder of our lawes, 
eyther at the ſuite of the parties damaged, oꝛ at the fuite of pou being our Maioꝛ and Lieuetenaunt of 
our ſapde Citie, ſo as ſome ſharpe and euident punpchment folowyng, may geue cauſe to others here: 
after not to vſe ſuch outrages, agayult oꝛder and without aucthozitie, Ind this our letter,ozthe ſub- 
ſtaunce therof, pou ſhall publyſhe and notifie, 
Peuen vnder our Signet at our Manour of —— ſecond day of Auguſt, the tytth pere ot 
pur reigne.
